Alleged Boodling Methods to Be In­ 
vestigated. 
Kansas City, Mo. 
Oct. 13.—At a 
meeting of the Mercantile club in Kan­ 
sas City, Ran., last night the commit­ 
tee appointed to Investigate the al­ 
leged boodling of 
members of the 
school board of that city. submitted a 
report recommending that a grand 
Jury bo called to probe the alleged 
school board scandal. 
The report of 
the committee glveB in detail tho his­ 
tory of the various transactions which 
form the basis for the charges against 
certain members of the school board, 
including a written statement from 
Prof. Sa Witt! of Emporia, Ran., who 
charges that ho was asked to pay $3<‘Q 
for the position of principal of the high 
school In Kansas City. Kan . with the 
understanding that the salary attached 
to the position was to be raised from 
$1,500 to $1,600 a year. 
The report 
tells of the purchase of a site for the 
Bancroft school for which the board 
of education paid 
$4,000, when the 
owner was willing to sell for $2,300. 
This was done, the report alleges, by 
having an agent of the school board 
secure an option on the property and 
scil It to the school board at the ad 
vt.need price. 
The report contains an 
alleged admission of a contractor hired 
to clean the basements of school­ 
houses after tho June flood, that he 
charged an exorbitant price for the 
work and that a member of the school 
board was his partner in the deal. The 
committee also recommends that civil 
suits be instituted to recover money 
paid out by the school board in certain 
contracts in which excessive charges 
were the rule.

OX 'DELICATE BALANCE 


W h ile th e S itu a tio n A t P o r t A r th u r 


Continues Quiet the Iteuerve 
M asks W arlike Feeling. 


Both Huslia and Jap an Are Prepared 
to Fight and the Word May 
Soon Bt* Given. 


Che FCO, Oct. 12.—The situation is 
unchanged. 
All Is quiet at Port Ar­ 
thur. 
Hostilities are still believed to 
be imminent. 
It Is asser ed that the 
Russians have fixed Friday next for 
their commencement 


Berlin, Oct. 12.—Russia and Japan 
act as though either would fight lf the 
other should hold immovably to the 
position taken up in the last exchange 
of communications. This is the actual 
situation as understood officially from 
reports received from the German em­ 
bassy in St. Petersburg and the Ger­ 
man legation at Tokio. 
Yet this mu­ 
tual attitude with hostile preparations 
by both countries is still regarded here 
as not excluding an honorable arrange­ 
ment. 
Neither government has gone 
so far that it must fight or be humili­ 
ated, but either cabinet by a single 
step can put the other in that position. 
This delicate balance may, of course, 
be violently disturbed any day, though 
no ultimatum has yet been thrown on 
either scale. 
It is believed here officially that war, 
should It occur, would be between Rus­ 
sia and Japan alone, and that neither 
England nor France would be Involved. 
Frederick the Great’s remark is quoted 
as Illustrating the present posture of 
affairs: 
'‘Negotiations without weap­ 
ons behind you are like a musical tone 
without instruments." 


CONVENTION HAS LAPSED 


And Russia’s Hold on Manchuria Is 
immovable. 
Yokohama, Oct. 12.—M. Lessar, Rus­ 
sian minister to China, has announced 
that the Manchurian convention has 
lapsed. 


The Manchurian convention between 
Russia and China was signed April 8, 
1902, and according to it the evacua­ 
tion of the three Manchurian provinces 
was to bs carried out In three succes­ 
sive periods of six months from the 
signing of the convention. 
A note 
from M LeRsar was appended to the 
convention declaring that “ if the Chi­ 
nese government notwithstanding the 
assurances given by it, violates any 
provision of the convention, the Rus­ 
sian government will not hold itself 
bound either by the terms of the Man­ 
churian agreement or by the declara­ 
tions previously made in connection 
with the matter and will be compelled 
to repudiate any responsibility and 
consequences that might result there­ 
from." 
China was to be permitted to main­ 
tain whatever force she thought nec­ 
essary In Manchuria after the evacua­ 
tion of that territory. 
Russia also 
agreed if Tien Tsin wa* restored to 
the Chinese within the first six months 
to evacuate New Chwang at the time 
this restoration was made. The allies 
turned over Tien Tsln to the Chinese 
Aug. 15 last year. The convention was 
to have been 
ratified within three 
months, but this was not done. 
I^st month M. Lessar In his note to 
the Chinese foreign board promised to 
begin the evacuation of Manchuria on 
Oct. 8, provided China accepted sev­ 
eral conditions which China has re­ 
fused to do, under pressure principally 
from Japan and Great Britain. 


British Correspondent's View. 
london, Oct. 12.—The correspond* 
ent of the Morning Post at Che Fo es 
telegraphing Oct. IO, say*: 
It is stat­ 
ed that the Japanese have decided to 
declare hostilities tomorrow on the ex­ 
piration of their ultimatum to R ussia 
The Russian fleet has cleared from 
Port Arthur. 
It is reposed that the 
Japanese are landing troops at Masan- 
pho. Korea. 
There are strong indica­ 
tions that Germany favors hostilities 
on the ground that it would enable her 
to extend her sphere of influence in 
China. 


Still Awaiting Instructions. 
Yokohama, Oct. 12.—Bawn Von Ro­ 
sen. the Russian minister to Japan, is 
still awaiting instructions from his 
government in the matter of negotia­ 
tions now proceeding between Japan 
and Russia. 


VIOLENTLY INSANE 


Ed Doheny, National League Pitcher, 


Badly Off His Base, 
Andover, rd ass., Oct. 12.—After fell­ 
ing his nurse with a terrific blow over 
the head with a stove poker, Edward 
Doheny, the Pittsburg National League 
baseball pitcher, for more than an 
hour Sunday, armed with the same 
weapon, held a score of neighbors and 
several policemen at bay. 
Finally he 
was overpowered and after an exami­ 
nation by two physicians was adjudged 
insane and committed to the asylum 
at Danvers. 
The nurse. Oberlin H o 
warth. Is seriously burt, but it Is be­ 
lieved he will recover. 
Doheny first showed signs of insan­ 
ity several weeks ago when he sud­ 
denly deserted the Pittsburg club in 
an Ohio city while laboring under tho 
delusion that he was being pursued by 
detectives. 
After a few weeks’ rest 
at his home here he rejoined the team, 
but did not regain his old form. When 
he returned home at the end of the 
season. Doheny was a nervous wreck, 
and since that time has been constant­ 
ly under the care of a physician.
